Ben-Gurion’s religious education 
program was adopted by a vote 
of 49 to 42. The Prime Minister 
said he considered this a vote of 
no confidence and resigned 

The Labor Party Premier had 
proposed that Yemenite children 
in work camps be given religious 
education in all cases, while 
other immigrant children re 
ceive it only if individually regis 
tered for it Members of the 
Orthodox religious bloc in the 
cabinet bitterly opposed the pro 
gram, claiming it was discrimi

A tomato, developed for soils 
with a high nitrogen content, re- 
ceived honorable mention in the 
1951 All America Selections. 

Known as Urbana, it has 
smooth globe-shaped fruits of 
medium size, 
scarlet-red flesh, 
and matures in 
75 days. Growth 
is bushy and 
compact which 
permits close 
planting, and the 
heavy crop is 
well protected 
from sun seald 
by good foliage. 

The thick-walled Jack 
fruits are recommended for can- 
ning, shipping, and home garden 
with rich soil. 

The Surecrop hybrid cucumber, 
another winner, has unusally vig- 
orous vines, increased yield, and 
is resistant to mosaic and downy 
mildew. The blunt ended, nine- 
inch fruits are ready for use 58 
days from sowing. Flesh is said 


to be white, crisp, tender, and of | 


exceptional flavor. Vines bear 
over a long period making Sure- 
crop desirable for both home gar- 
den and marketing. 

For the gardener with cloches 


there is the Granite State musk-/ 


melon and the New Hampshire 
Midget, a watermelon. The latter 
is “icebox” size. The muskmelon 
is recommended for the northern 
short-season . sections, requiring 
but 70 days to ripen. The vines 
are compact and resistant to 
downy mildew, and the fruits,
